How The Merchant Will Benefit 



This is the second of the 
articles explaining The New 
Narberth Plan for economic 
and efficient purchasing of 
food supplies for the people of 
our borough. Read this article 
and subsequent articles so 
that you may be thoroughly 
familiar with the Plan and 
ready for the town meeting, 
which will be called in a week 
or so.

ARTICLE L\— THE RETAILER AM) 
CONSUMER 

The Narberth Plan has been devis- 
ed to get basic results: 

1st— To eliminate eviery unneces- 
sary middleman. 

2nd -To change our buying system so 
as to lit (he grocer's needs and thus 
give to the consumers, in dollars and 
cents, the money saved. 

3rd— To use our dollars in such a 
way that th/ey will have their maxi- 
mum buying, power. 

Under our prevailing system of pro- 
duction and distribution, the whole- 
saler, the commission man and the 
retailer are absolutely necessary. The 
wholesaler brings together, under a 
single roof, the teas of Ceylon and 
China, the coffees of Arabia and Bra- 
zil, the spices of Java and Celibes, 
the oils of Italy and Calfornia; fresh 
and dried fruits, canned goods, nuts, 
raisins — all these, he assembles from 
Maine to California and from Canada 
to Florida. 

The commission man brings under 
a single roof potatoes from Maine and 
Michigan, onions from Texas and 
Ohio, celery from California and Mich- 
igan; fresh fruits and vegetables, in 
season, from California, Florida, New 
York and Canada. 

The- retailer brings to our very 
doors, selections from all the 
wholesalers and commission men, that 
we may buy our food quickly, intelli- 
gently and far more cheaply than we 
could possibly do ourselves. 

These men must be paid a reason- 
able profit, but since it is our money 
which buys their merchandise, we 
have an absolute right to demand of 
them the best of service and the low- 
est prices consistent with the reason- 
able profit. The Narberth Plan will 
enable us to solve this problem sat- 
isfactorily. 

As the wholesaler and commission 
man are now operating under Feder- 
al license, they may be safely left to 
the care and attention of Mr. Hoover. 
It is, therefore, up to the consumer 
to make whatever adjustment is nec- 
essary, with the retailer — our daily 
source of supply, our necessary agent. 
You will notice that the word "agent" 
is used, under the Narberth Plan, it 
is precisely in that light the retailer 
will be regarded. 

The Narberth Plan will do away 
with losses which are an inherent 
part of the prevailing method of re- 
tail merchandising and which do not 
make a penny of profit for anyone. 



These losses are connected with solic- 
iting orders, delivery, credit, and re- 
tailer's method of buying from whole- 
saler and commission man. 
j The Narberth Plan will so organ- 
ize the purchasing, power of local con- 
sumers as to put the retailer on a 
sound basis. This is absolutely nec- 
essary in the interest of the consum- 
er, because, while the grocer makes 
the blunders, it is the consumer that 
pays for them. Under the Narberth 
Plan, the retailer will be equipped to 
buy in the most intelligent and eco- 
nomic manner, and as an experienced 
and successful business man has said, 
ninety p,er cent, of the successes in 
business are due to good buying. Un- 
der the Narberth Plan the retailer 
will be put in a position where he can 
buy large lots and take advantage of 
all trade discounts, and we. ihe con- 
sumers, in turn will benefit by the 
money saved in this way.

Two tremendous drives are in 
progress at this time. One is the 
drive for fifteen million members in 
the Red Cross Society, and the other 
the great Allied drive against the 
Germans. Remember that the suc- 
cess of the latter is largely dependent 
on the aid of the, American Red Cross 
Society. 



In a communication received by 
this paper, Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue. Ephraim Loderer, of the First 
District of Pennsylvania, announces 
that a Federal Income Tax Officer 
will be sent into the various towns in 
this county at a date to be announced 
at the postofTiees throughout the coun- 
ty- 

The Income Tax Officer will be at 
the place designated every day ready 
and willing to help persons subject 
to the income tax make out their re- 
turns without any cost to them for 
his services. 

Returns of income for the year 1917 
must be made on forms provided for 
that purpose before March 1, 191S. Be- 
cause a great many people do not un- 
derstand the law and will not know 
how to make out their returns, the 
Government is sending this expert to 
do it for them. But the duty is on 
the taxpayer to make himself known 
to the Government. If he does not 
make a return as required before 
March 1, he may have to pay a pen- 
alty of from $20 to $1000 and in addi- 
tion thereto pay a fine or be prose- 
cuted. So if you do not want to take 
the chances you had better call on 
the Income Tax man. If you are not 
sure about being subject to the In- 
come Tax. you had better ask him. 
Whether you see the Income Tax 
man or not you must make a return 
if you are subject to the tax. 

The Collector suggests that every- 
body start figuring up his income and 
expenses now so as to be ready with 
the figures when the expert arrives 

Expenses, however, do not mean 
family expenditures, that is money 
used to pay off the principal of a 
debt, or for new machinery, build- 
ings, or anything like that. They 
mean what you spend in making your 
money— interest, taxes, for hired help 
on your farm, in your factory or bus- 
iness, amount paid for goods sold, 
seed, stock, rent, (except for your 
own dwelling), .etc., etc. 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

it was wiih great pleasure that I 
read in Our Town of the large amount 
subscribed by Narberth toward the 
V. M. C. A. fund, and Narberth should 
feel proud of what she has done. As 
I am one of the many that will en- 
joy some of the benefits that this 
money will bring, I want to thank 
every one who contributed and say 
a few words about the Y. M. C. A. 

This camp is twenty-thr.ee miles, 
from the nearest town (of any im- 
portance) and the nearest church. We 
have been here for five months. 
Transportation to town (San An- 
tonio) is very poor; we have only 
two trains a day and once in a while 
an auto comes out, therefore, the 
meetings at the Y. M. C. A. are the 
only religious services the boys have 
a chance to attend. We have serv- 
ices there every Sunday and most ev- 
ery Wednesday night. Every Sunday 
morning at nine o'clock the Catholic 
Church holds Mass, then at half past 
ten the Protestants have their meet- 
ing. Next Sunday (December 9) the 
Methodist Church has Communion. 

There is a bible class in nearly ev- 
ery company here, started by the Y. 
M. C. A. and there is class held every 
night, sometimes two classes a night. 
Last Sunday night when the speaker 
asked if anyone would come to the 
front and shake hands with him and 
by so doing say that they were going 
to try to lead a better life, there were 
twenty-five men responded. 

From the few things 1 have men- 
tioned you can see what a wonderful 
work in the religious field the Y. 
M. C. A. is doing. Apart from this 
the Y. M. t\ A. furnishes a place of 
rest and comfort. They have quite 
I a library, also a phonograph, and 
furnish writing material, pens and 
ink. In the athletic end, they have 
a football field, volley ball court, 
baseball diamond and a large open 
air auditorium with an elevated stage 
where we have boxing and wrestling 
matches. 

There are numerous other things 
about which I could write, but I think 
I have mentioned enough so that ev- 
ery one can see what an oasis in the 
desert our Y. M. C. A. is, out here in 
the Texas hills twenty-three miles 
from any place. I have no doubt but 
that the boys in the other camps 
could write as much about their Y. 
M. C. A.'s as I have about ours, so 
the people who have contributed can 
rest assured that their donation has 
gone for a grand, good work. May 
God bless the Y. M. C. A.

A news item appeared in a late is- 
sue of Our Town which was calcu- 
lated to do a grave injustice to a 
young man of Narberth, who was re- 
ported therein as having been arrest- 
ed as a deserter.

Nyce As His Successor 



A special meeting of the Y. M. C. 
A. Directors was held Saturday after- 
noon last at 5 o'clock, to consider the 
resignation of Mr. C. W. Schaeffer as 
secretary.

1. Assessors no longer furnish li- 
cense tags and collect licenses, hut 
the same must be paid to the county 
treasurer at his office in the Court 
House at Norristown or to a duly 
qualified Justice of the Peac e within 
the county. 

2. Dog licenses must he paid an- 
nually and not later than January 15 
of each year and expire January 15 
tile following year, and have fixed 
for lftlS at $1 each male or spayed 
fema'.e dog and ?2.50 for each up- 
spayed female dog over six months 
old. Kennel licenses, $5 for ten dogs 
or less and $10 for more than ten 

. dogs. 

| 3. On payment of the license a 
'metal tag will he furnished for each 
dog to he attached to a substantial 
collar and at all times kept on Hie 
dog licensed, which tag is not trans- 
ferable to another dog. 

4 Owners of dogs becoming six 
months old or acquired after January 
15, shall forthwith procure a license 
for the same, the license required aft- 
er July 15, being one-half the annual 
license. 

5. It shall he the duty of any po- 
lice officer or constable to forthwith 
kill any dog not bearing a proper li- 
cense tag which is found running at 

large.
